Mr.  Scriver,  former  mayor 
and  councillor  of  this  town  65 
miles  east  of  Regina,  died  jn 
hospital  after  suffering  a  heart 
attack.

In  1906,  he  came  to  Wolseley 
and  took,  over  the  Wolseley 
News  in  February,  1907.  Hi.s 
son.  Harry,  has  been  associated 
with  him  in  operation  of  the 
News. 

Mr.  Scriver  served  on  town 
council  either  as  councillor  or 
mayor  for  22  years. 

He  was  an  active  supporter  of 
the  Co-operative  Commonwealth 
Federation  and  acted  as  cam- 
paign manager  for  several  CCF 
candidates  in  the  riding.
